Court has returned a decision that 
ought to be carefully considered b; 
those lawyers who become speculators 
in damage suits. Some attorneys had 
brought t>74 suits against the South- 
ern Pacific for alleged violations of the 
law requiring railroads to give stop- 
over privileges to passengers under 
penalty of $200 for refusal. The dam- 
ages claimed in these suits aggregated 
$600,000, and the attorneys had pre- 
pared to bring more suits. On 
their face the claim* seemed valid. 
The railroad, however, alleged a con- 
spiracy to extort money by laying 
foundation for these claims. The 
Court decided in favor of this view. 
The Judge said: 

"No case is found in the law books 
where an undertaking of this character 
ever assumed such proportions, and 
where the spirit oi speculation was 
carried on daily for weeks, months 
and even years with all the method of 
a great business undertaking." It 
was clear to the Court, he continued, 
that the Legislature intended to give 
the stop-over privilege to passengers 
who actually desired it, "but a desire 
to exercise a stop-over privilege, and 
the desire to lay the foundation for a 
cause of action by securing the refusal 
of the stop-over privilege, cannot exist 
in the mind at the same time." 

The Judge's ruling is likely to be 
felt in future actions in which dam- 
ages are sought for purely speculative 
purposes. This case was an excep- 
tional one, but thousands of actions 
are brought with the same motives and 
should meet the same fate.

In pnrsnance of this Idea, he adver- 
tised for proposals for covering the 
dome and the pyramidal structurs 
underneath the lantern with gold leaf. 
The lowest bidder offered to do the 
work for $1.10 a sqnare foot. It was re- 
quired that the gold leaf should be 
twenty-two carats tine under assay. 

Discarding the extravagant bids 
which had been submitted, General 
Casey purchased the gold, found work- 
men who knew how to beat It and 
others to apply it, and succeeded In ac- 
complishing the work in a thoroughly 
satisfactory manner at a coat of 88H 
cents a square foot. The entire cost of 
gold leating the dome and Its pyrami- 
dal base was only $3,600. At the time 
General Casey estimated that gilding 
would last at least thirty yaara. Al- 



The General figured that the coat of 
tainting the dome would have equaled 
n five years the cost of gilding It, so 
;hat the gold leaf is the least expensive 
covering for the dome, and the effect Is 
beautiful In the extreme.

Conditions are improving hourly at 
points above Cincinnati, the river 
being stationary nearly to Hunting- 
ton.

A BLOODY TRAGIDY.

A Speed of 70 Miles An Honr. 

The train was flying at the terrific 
speed of perhaps TO miles an hour 
At the point where the accident oc- 
curred the river makes a great sweep- 
ing bend, running with the tracks. 
On the river side is a precipitous bunk 
possibly feet high and on the oth- 
er the shelf of the hill. Kight in th- 
depth of the curve one of the small 
truck wheels of the engine broke, 
throwing the great machine into the 
hank, the tender switching outward 
over the river edge.
